Headquarters wishes to extend ita congratulations t© CAPELIN for hie 
good work in penetrating the IIS. It is realised that he is a fruitful 
source and for that reason we wish to expedite his operational clearance. 
Headquarters is uncertain as to exactly wfcflt machinations took place 
regarding CAPELIN'S emigration to the U.S., and how it was that originally 
he was to have left Germany by the middle of April and suddenly wo find 
that hie day of departure is 3 August. He have checked on the feasibility 
of extending a LP visa and according to tits person who is in charge of 
these matters, extension of a BP visa is impossible. Even if It were 
possible, It would only be for 3 or 4 months* That would mean that G&PHLIN 
would be obliged to leave Germany by October or November at the 1st est . If 
we are to exploit GAPSLlH's position la US, as well m the ftUMKMMBJ* 
GAYATIHA SSt-wp, it seems that be should be in Europe longer than merely a 
few amsths. on the other hand, if he immigrates to the U.S, on his CP visa, 
estalftlshee himself and later returns to Germany, he will be even further 
blown than he is now, as you yourselves pointed out.
